Harding launched full tilt today into 
the hardest fight that has thus far 
marked his occupancy of tho White

too willing, where it is not downright 
hostile. 
The President has assumed per­ 
sonal command of the fight. Not only 
■will he be consulted at every turn in 
the difficult road ahead, but h© will 
seek by personal contact to win tho 
wavering ones in both Senate and 
House. The next few weeks will see 
many conferences at the White House 
between Mr. Hardng and those who
